Ottawa Shies from U.S. Pipe Debate 


Macdonald 
. difficult to say 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca¬ 
nadian government does not 
want to get involved in a dis¬ 
pute in the United States 
Congress on whether an Alas¬ 
ka oil pipeline should be built 
across Alaska or through the 
Mackenzie Valley In Canada, 
Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald said Tuesday night. 

‘ It is basically an internal 
matter,” Macdonald said. Jtt 

"We don’t want to jump 
into the middle of a domestic 
argument in the U.S.” 

I*es Aspin, a Democratic 
member of the U.S.' House of 
Representatives from Wiscon¬ 
sin, has predicted a major 
battle in Congress between 
advocates of each route. He 
heads a group of six senators

and 32 congressmen who 
favor the Canadian route. 

Macdonald said that if the 
Mackenzie Valley line is de¬ 
cided on. the engineering 
aspects will have to be aj>- 
proved by the National En¬ 
ergy Board. Hence it was dif¬ 
ficult for the government to 
say the line would he built. 

However, it would endeavor 


to provide all relevant infor¬ 
mation so there could be full 
discussion on the proposal. 

Debate in the U.S. has 
centred on the environmental 
hazards involved in shipping 
oil across Alaska by pipeline 
and down the Pacific Coast by 
tank ship. 

Aspin says a Canadian 
route would offer better sup¬ 


plies and lower prices to the 
mid western and eastern re¬ 
gions of the U.S. 

David Anderson, leader of 
the B.C. Liberal party, said 
the federal government must 
decide in the next two months 
whether it is prepared to 
allow pipelines from Alaska 
through Ihe Mackenzie Valley 
to the U.S. 


Anderson told ref>orters 
Tuesday that sponsors of the* 
Canadian route in the U.S. 
Congress need a “clear state¬ 
ment” from Ottawa on its in¬ 
tentions. 

The Victoria MLA said he 
was in Ottawa to explain the 
importance of a rapid deci¬ 
sion to federal cabinet min¬ 
isters. Anderson has long 


campaigned against the pro¬ 
posed oil tanker route down 
the West Coast from Alaska. 

He said that the oil tanker 
route, supported by U.S. Pres¬ 
ident Nixon, will not automat¬ 
ically receive congress icoa l 
approval. 

Certain legislative changes 
would have to be made before 


the oil tanker route could be 
approved. 

A Canadian alternative 
stands a chance as Congress 
is not very sympathetic to the 
president at the moment, he 
said. 

Anderson reiterated his 
view that the government 
should not insist on Canadian 
ownership of the pipelines. “I 
personally regard Canadian 
ownership as irrelevant,” he 
said. 

He has long argued that the 
major problem is the danger 
of jiollution on the West Coast.

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel will pay $30,000 
to every family which lost a breadwinner among 
the 106 victims of the Libyan airliner crash, the 
government announced Tuesday.

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PARIS (AP) — Most Euro- 
p e a n airlines lx>ycotted 
French skies Tuesday as con¬ 
troversy flared over responsi¬ 
bility for the disastrous colli¬ 
sion of two Spanish jetliners 
flying under French military 
air traffic control. 

Air Canada has also in¬ 
structed its pilots to avoid 
French air space during 
strike of civil air traffic con¬ 
trollers. 

Air Canada diverted its 
Paris flight to Brussels Tues¬ 


day. The decision to detour 
around French air apace will 
also affect flights to Zurich, 
Brussels, Frankfurt and Vien¬ 
na and may cause minor 
delays, an Air Canada spokes¬ 
man said. 

The 68 persons aboard one 
of the planes, a twin-engine 
DC-9 of the Spanish airline 
Iberia, were killed when the 
fuselage fell apart Monday 
29,000 feet over Nantes in 
western France.

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Tories 
Fail

OTTAWA (CP) — The mi¬ 
nority Liberal government, 
backed by the New Democrat¬ 
ic Party and the majority of 
Social Credit members, de 
feated a Conservative non¬ 
confidence motion by a vote 
of 147 to 108 in the Commons 
Tuesday night. 

The motion, which attacked 
proposed government mea¬ 
sures to aid big business, was 
worded to embarrass New 
Democrats. 

NDP Leader David Lewis 
said his party would never 
fall for what he called the 
meaningless huffing and puff¬ 
ing of the Conservative party 
in its attempts to bring down 
the government. 


lie gave no other details. 

His Vietnam visit is seen as 
an attempt to give the govern¬ 
ment an on-the-spot assess¬ 
ment of the situation before 
the cabinet decides whether 
or not to withdraw the Cana¬ 
dian contingent of 290 men. 

Sharp said Tuesday the de¬ 
cision to withdraw' or remain 
on the International Commis¬ 
sion of Control and Super¬ 
vision (ICCS) will not be 
made for several w-eeks. 

But he told the Commons 
external affairs committee he 
is doubtful that last week’s 
Paris conference on Vietnam, 
or the continuing conflict in 
Vietnam, leave Canada with a 
useful role on the ICCS. 

And he reiterated a point he 
raised in the Commons Mon¬ 
day for the first time — that 
the ICCS is “not an essential 
element" in the ceasefire ar¬ 
rangement. its absence would 
not mean trtie collapse of the 
imperfect true/ that has been 
achieved. 

Informed bbservi 
ternational pressures, which 
seemed to draw Canada into 
the Vietnam ceasefire in the 
first place, now are working 
the other way. 

The hope of helping the 
United States out of the war, 
which was a major element in 
the decision to enter the ICCS 
in January, seems likely to be 
fulfilled as troop withdrawals 
and prisoner exchanges con¬ 
tinue on schedule. 

Sharp said Tuesday the 
onus now' is on the comba¬ 
tants and the three other 
members of the ICCS 
Poland, Hungary and In¬ 
donesia—to show that an ef¬ 
fective authority has been set 
up. He said such an authority 
is still an absolute condition 
of continued Canadian in¬ 
volvement. 

But he doubted that such an 
authority had been achieved, 
and officials noted increasing 
obstruction^ by Poland and 
Hungary.

VIENTIANE (UPI) — John 
Hammill, the Canadian per¬ 
manent representative of the 
International Control Commis¬ 
sion in Vientiane said today 
he was told by the Pathet Lao 
recently that they will keep 
him informed on the release 
of a Canadian missionary who 
was captured in Laos Oct. 22 
last year. 

IJoyd Dudley Oppel, 20, of 
Courtenay. was captured 
along with American mis¬ 
sionary Samuel Mattih, 19, of 
Centralia, Wash., when the 
communists overran the town 
of Keng Kok in southern Laos. 

Pathet Lao sj>okesman Soth 
IVtrnsy said recently that all 
foreign p r laane t s ( ipturid lii 
Laos during the war will be 
released in Laos.

The cast of Wild Honey 
Goes to Court, a serial now 
showing at Victoria Provln- 
cial Court, includes the judge, 
the accused, opposing, law¬ 
yers. expert witnesses, court 
staff and a few spectators — 
hut the spr Tuesday was B.C. 
film classification diroctor 
R^y McDonald. * 

A civil servant, for 20 
years, McDonald, known aS 
B.C. *8 film censor until a'title 
change in 1370, shde the shew 


as testimony began on a 
charge against former Coro¬ 
net Theatre manager Frank 
Frederick Charles Sannor of 
allowing an immoral theatri¬ 
cal performance last Aug. 16. 

The case of the skin flick 
Wild Honey, previously 
viewed by the court, was ad¬ 
journed to today for final ar¬ 
guments by prosecutor John 
Macintyrc and defence lawyer 
Dermod Owen-Flood. Judge 
William Ostler is not expected 
to deliver judgment until 
later.

Macintyre asked McDonald 
at one point: “Art we on 
some sort of a moving belt at 
the end of which total permis¬ 
siveness is waiting for us?” 

The reply: °I sometimes 
wonder. I really can’t an¬ 
swer." 

He also said: “That's the 
trouble with obscenity. It’s so 
hard to put down in words. I 
warn people; it’s up to them 
... what may be obscene for 
one person may not be ob- 
scene 'lot another.” 

And when Ostler Refined 


McDonald’s job as not trying 
to present what is acceptable 
under community standards 
in Canada but trying to “warn 
people what they are about to 
see," McDonald said: “That 
is correct.” 

The day began with Macin¬ 
tyre offering the film alone as 
the prosecution case without 
any supporting expert evi¬ 
dence. Owen-FTood objected 
but Ostler said a higher court 
in Manitoba had ruled in a 
similar case that "the judge 
must, in the final analysis," 


use his experience to toy to 
judge what are contemporary 
standards in Canada. 

Sannor, the first defence 
witness, said he had no choice 
about what films were shown 
in the theatres he managed. 
Wild Honey, advertised as 
restricted to those 18 and 
older, drew about 1,500 
viewers in its six days and 
none complained. 

He said he felt a movie was 
not obscene when no paying 
customers object but added: 
“1 have to depend on the cen¬ 


sor and, if he passes it, it’s 
okay as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned.” 

Sannor said “skin flicks” 
like Wild Honey provide only 
mediocre returns and tend to 
“fall off at the box office.” 

Macintyre described a Wild 
Honey scene in which a black 
‘‘climbs on top of the young 
woman whose legs are far 
apart and his buttocks / are 
moving up and down.” 

The former manager said

Both families, the 
Oppels and Mattihs, whose 
sons were close friends, have 
been corresponding with each 
other regularly. The state de¬ 
partment have been telling 
the Mattihs the same things 
as the Canadian government 
has been telling the Oppels. 
The families expect both 
young missionaries to he re¬ 
leased together. 

But meanwhile, for hoth 
families, time, the enemy 
now, creeps forward at an 
agonizingly slow pace. 

As Magnus Oppel said Tues¬ 
day, "We won’t feel relaxed ± 
until Lloyd is safe here at 
home."

Parental Neglect 


WE SCRATCH heads and wonder what's 
gone wrong. The whole world is in a dreadful 
mess. Vietnam, Laos, Cambodia, the Middle 
East. But don’t stop there. Add in the United 
States, Great Britain, Canada, add in any 
name that comes to mind. 

In our country we arc greatly troubled by 
unemployment, inflation and crime. Govern¬ 
ing bodies have done precious little to allevi¬ 
ate the first two and the soft-line approach 
has done much to foster the third. 

The erosion of authority is frightening and 
yet we seem to pay little heed. 

SINCE MAKING comment that I would 
not have done away with the strap in schools, 

I have received numerous letters and calls 
from members of the teaching profession. 
The tally runs better than 90 per cent in 
agreement with my stand. One writer, name 
withheld for obvious reasons, put it in clear, 
concise terms. 

“It has made my job just that much 
harder. They took away the last vestige of 
authority; it is eaav for them to say we 
should be able to 'communicate' without re¬ 
sorting to the threat of physical punishment, 
bgt it is us, not t -t, who must face the 
products of parental neglect every school day 
of the year.” 

A substitute teacher recently worked an 
Oak Bay area school ami was shocked at 
the complete lack of discipline. The students 
showed no respect for person or authority. 
They did as they pleased. 

THE TERM "parental neglect," I think, 
hits home with undeniable truth. Parents 
must lake the blame, not the schools. It is 
parents who have allowed the schools to 
become permissive because the parents 
themselves have i>ecome permissive. 

Countless hundreds of parents in this area 
have absolutely no idea what their children 
are doing. They, therefore, are absolute fail¬ 
ures at parenthood. They lorig ago abdicated . 
their parental duties, they passed the buck to 
the teachers and then wondered out loud how 
come the teachers weren’t doing their jobs. 

MANY OF THESE youngsters getting int> 
trouble with drugs would not have fallen into 
this desperate pit had parental control, dis¬ 
cipline or whatever you want to call it, been 
exercised with any real degree of effort. 

Truth of thdf matter is too many parents 
have no time for their offspring. They have 


become cowed by their own children. They 
give in, they take the easy road. They don’t 
realize youngsters need autHbrity. They set 
rules and allow them to be broken without 
using punishment to back the rules. They 
weren’t fit to be* parents in the first place. 
They should have remained childless. 

OUR EDUCATION MINISTER, Eileen 
Dailly, removes corporal punishment with 
the reasoning we try to show children that 
violence is wrong and therefore, violence 
against them, in the forn^ of the strap, is not 
in keeping with our reasoning. 

Eileen Elizabeth Dailly should do her 
homework. She should talk with many of the 
teachers I’ve come in c»mtaot with. She 
might do well to heed some learned men on 
the subject. 

"The eertalnty of punishmpnt, even more 
than its severity, is the preventive of crime.” 
—Tryon Edwards. 

“God is on the side of virtue: for whoever 
dreads punishment suffers it and whoever 
deserves it. dreads it,” -Chiton. 

Or this quote from C. Simmons - sums it 
up as well as any. 

“WICKEDNESS, when properly punished, 
is disgraceful only to the offender; un¬ 
punished, it is disgraceful to the whole com¬ 
munity.” 

Those parents who are shocked at the 
transgressions of their children and who hide 
behind the buck-passing bleat of poor teach¬ 
ers, would not, I suggest, trade places with 
those same teachers for one measly school 
week. Their eyes would be opened to their 
own child-rearing shortcomings. 

YEARS OF’ NEGLECT would well up be¬ 
fore them with finger-pointing accusation. 
They might then realize that being a buddy 
to a child, while nice, is a damned poor sub¬ 
stitute for being a strict disciplinarian. 

Don’t harm their tender pysehes, spare 
that rod. Give them anything and everything. 
I^t them wallow in the luxury of not having 
to lift a finger. And then watch them line up 
for unemployment or welfare cheques. Why 
should they work — they never had to before. 

Parents, not teachers, have created the 
monsters and parental apathy has nurtured 
the permissive teachers who have crept into 
the school system. 

Scratch your heads and wonder — hut 
place the blame where it rightfully belongs.

Red Cross Inspectors in Vietnam

Admit It—Agnew 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Vice-President Spiro Agnew 
said Tuesday the government 
must be tough on draft 
dodgers and deserters until 
they admit “it is they who 
have erred and not the 
country.” 

Agnew told a Veterans of 
Foreign Wars dinner that the 
U.S. could not afford to set a 
precedent by granting 
amnesty to the young men 
who fled the country or other¬ 
wise avoided serving in Viet¬ 
nam. 

“If we simply accepted all 


of these people back and said, 
‘You’re forgiven, you were 
right, it was an Immoral war/ 
what would happen if trouble 
broke out 10 or 20 years from 
now?” he said. 

“We would have established 
a precedent that would en¬ 
courage those who chose to 
evade their responsibilities to 
do so.” 

Agnew said people who 
make mistakes and “accept 
the natural consequence of 
those mistakes” should be 
given a second chance. “But 
these draft dodgers and de¬ 


serters have not admitted that 
they are wrong,” he said. “On 
the contrary, they say that 
the country is wrong and they 
are right. 

"Until they recognize that it 
is ’ they who have erred and 
not the country, we must be 
unyielding in how we treat 
them.” 

Agnew said the issue of 
amnesty i6 getting -too much 
attention. “Now that the anti¬ 
war movement has col¬ 
lapsed,” he said, “all those 
idle protestors have to have

,TTAWA’S INFLEXIBILITY over Canadian 
control of a proposed pipeline along the Mac¬ 
kenzie basin to deliver Alaskan oil to the United 
States may well be the factor that will decide 
Washington in favor of a sea route. 

The Canadian government, with notable lack 
of foresight, has been fumbling with this problem 
for too long. For five years it has been aware of the 
United States’ concern over security of oil supplies, 
and for almost as long, of the eagerness of the 
Washington authority to tap the lately discovered 
field in Alaska. 

There were two obvious methods of delivery 
involving two routes: one by pipeline across the 
narrow waist of the Yukon territory and down the 
Mackenzie basin; the other by pipeline across Alas¬ 
ka to the open port of Valdez, and thence by tanker 
to Cherry Point, Wash., through the Strait of Juan 
de Fuca. + 

The inevitability of serious oU spills made the 
latter route unacceptable to ecologists and, in par¬ 
ticular, to British Columbians whose interests 
would be in jeopardy. 

But it was not until a year ago, on Feb. 26, 
that Ottawa advised Washington it was willing to* 
“consider” a Canadian pipeline route for a neigh¬ 
bor’s convenience. 

By that time, of course, without any encour¬ 
agement from Canada that a Mackenzie basin 
agreement might be possible, or even feasible, the 


oil industry had committed itself to the Alaska 
pipeline-tanker alternative. 

Had it not been for a negativ^Jecision by the 
American courts, the Alaska pipeline would now be 
under construction. This decision can be circum¬ 
vented, however, If Congress alters the law. And 
currently there is a contest in Washington on this 
issue. A strong congressional group is urging Pres¬ 
ident Nixon, even at this late stage, to negotiate 
with Canada to make possible the land delivery al¬ 
ternative. 

David Anderson, Liberal leader in B.C. and 
former federal member, complained Monday: “The 
Canadian government doesn’t seem aware of the 
problem involved if the Mackenzie valley route is 
not chosen.” And he added the Canadian govern¬ 
ment is hindering serious consideration of this op¬ 
tion by Washington while it insists on Canadian 
control of any pipeline. “It’S crazy to be dickering 
over Canadian ownership and investment in what 
will really be a trench between two American 
states,” Mr. Anderson arguect 

British Columbians will Agree with him. And 
the more readily because they are now aware that 
American army engineers are studying super¬ 
tanker sites on the west coast, including nearby 
Port Angeles, Anacortes, Everett, Femdale, Neah 
Bay and Discovery Bay.

Looking to Canada’s Example 


A Maritime Nation 


T HE HODGE-PODGE of Canada’s marine serv¬ 
ice has brought some interesting statistics to 
the fore in House of Commons budget debate. The 
Esquimalt-Saanich MP, Donald Munro, made a 
strong case for an early review of our “sea worth¬ 
iness” when he compared coast guarding by Can¬ 
ada and the United States. With 17,800 miles of 
shoreline to look after, Canada is trying to do the 
job with fewer than 100 department of transport 
ships. The United States, with about 5,500 fewer. 
mHes of ocean frontage, has nearly 3,000 coast 
guard vessels in operation. 


The local Conservative MP is not suggesting 
Canada should pattern its mini-guard on the United 
States’ separate service operation, but he feels that 
the government needs to be reminded that this is a 
maritime nation. And as such there are responsi¬ 
bilities that must be accepted. 

What Mr. Munro is saying is that Canada has 
remained in a fog all too long and little is being 
done to navigate a course towards clear sailing. 

A “fix” on co-ordination is the first action 
required — a getting together of services now 
provided — and Mr. Munro lists some of them for 
his landlubber Commons colleagues: .. light¬ 
house tending, fisheries patrols, immigration con¬ 
trols, narcotics controls, dredging, icebreaking 
(happily not off my constituency), pilotage serv¬ 
ices, rescue, a sort of minimum coast guard, and, 
in a very tentative way, pollution control.” As well 
as these, of course, are reconnaissance and search 
and rescue activities of the military forces. And all 


are needed to an even greater degree than at 
present provided, in Mr. Munro’s view. 

But what is needed most in this complex area 
is a single co-ordinated authority of all services “so 
that their provision may be supplied as, when, and 
where required, and in the proper amount.” This 
would eliminate overlapping jurisdictions and 
clashes of priorities resulting from civil and mili¬ 
tary people • each staking out their respective 
claims. ■ - , ' 

“Neither will let go,” says Mr. Munro, “and no 
superior authority, in this case a minister, is able 
or perhaps willing, to make a ruling and make it 
stick.” And he suggests legislative actiori might be 
the answer. 

There is no doubt that a variety of little king¬ 
doms exist in the marine services which should be 
done away with, and which could be, if Canada had 
a full-fledged coast guard. At the same time a prop¬ 
erly equipped single authority would be able to give 
real protection, provided of course it was supplied 
with a set of regulations. As it now stands, ships 
can enter Canadian waters with semi-trained 
crews; they can be only marginally seaworthy; 
they can ply the waves without equipment that, as 
Mr. Munro says, “modern-day developments ought 
to make mandatory.”

Washington Calling 


Ronald Reagan’s Political Appeal 


Sitting pretty describes the 
posture of the governor of this 
most-populous state in the 
union. Ronald Reagan’s evolu¬ 
tion from those “B” pictures 
of long ago to a position in the 
Republican hierarchy at least 
third or fourth from the top is 
as miraculous as the evolution 
of Richard Nixon from the 
California loser of 1962 to his 
landslide re-election to the 
presidency. 

Reagan takes a lordly view 
of his future. He Will not run 
for re-election to a third term 
next year, although if condi¬ 
tions remain roughly as they 
are today he could almost 
certainly count on winning. 
The option of a challenge to 
Sen. Alan Cranston is open, 
but he is unlikely to take it. 

Ronnie, as one of his friends 
puts it, doesn’t think much of 
living in Washington as just 
another senator. A true Cali¬ 
fornia, the sun, the beaches, 
the relaxed life — they are 
the attractions along with all 
the “perks” of the governor’s 
office and the largesse of his 
very rich friends.

Now, however, if the com¬ 
munity hospitals are to lose 
federal help at the same time 
that mental hospitals are all 
shut down, the result can be 
widespread human suffering 
and severe strain on other 
local services. Matching fed¬ 
eral and state economies can 
undermine a structure that 
has worked beneficially to 
ease the burdens of mental 
illness. 

Political appeals tailored 
for the haves with the glitter 
of tax reduction may work in 
the short run. The haves and 


not merely the upper haves 
but the middle and even 
lower-middle haves are in re¬ 
volt against the turn <# the 
tax screw at the local, state 
and federal levels. The prom¬ 
ise of relief, with the conse¬ 
quences conveniently obs¬ 
cured, has an undeniable ap¬ 
peal. 

But what of the have-nots? 
The one-quarter to one-third 
who live near or below the 
poverty line? Are they to be 
condemned for the limitless 
future to live in an America 
with little or no relation to the 
affluence of sleek motorcars, 
luxury resorts, the charms of 
mountain and shore With 
which this state abounds? 

The answers are not to be 
found either here or in Wash¬ 
ington. ^Vith inflation the gap 
between the poor and the af¬ 
fluent is widening. What this 
may mean in social stability 
- in the curse of crime and 
violence — only a bold proph¬ 
et would predict.

New Distinction for London 


Under Australia’s new 
Labor government relations 
with the United States, de¬ 
spite apparent differences, 
still remain the sheet anchor 
of the country’s foreign poli¬ 
cy. But today Australia sees 
itself as an active rather than 
a passive friend of the United 
States. 

Shortly after his election 
last December it was thought 
relations with the United 
States had been strained by 
Prime Minister Gough Whit- 
lam’s protest note to Pres¬ 
ident Nixon on the renewed 
bombing of Hanoi. This was 
followed by attacks on the 
president by a number of Mr. 
Whitlam’s senior ministers 
and a union ban on U.S. ship¬ 
ping as part of the^Unti-war 
campaign. 

★ ★ ★ 

Certainly diplomatic 
tempers were frayed but even 
then Mr. Whitlam was careful 
to point out that, apart from 
differences over Vietnam, re¬ 
lations with the United States 
“had never been better." 

Today these differences no 
longer exist and Mr. Whit¬ 
lam’s other foreign policy de¬ 
cisions — he is foreign min¬ 
ister as well as prime min¬ 
ister — have not been incom¬ 
patible with good relations 
with United States. Australia 
has recognized Communist 
China and East Germany, 
taken a harder line towards 
Rhodesia, voted with the Afro- 
Asian bloc on racial issues in 
the United Nations and Mr. 
Whitlam has visited In¬ 
donesia. 

According to the prime min¬ 
ister, “Australia as a nation 
looks less flat-footed, less ig¬ 
norant, less obscurantist and 
less imitative in die light of 
the United States.” 

★ ★ ★ 

He sees Australia enjoying 
a. growing: standing as a “dis¬ 
tinctive, tolerant, co-operative 
and well-regarded nation.” He 
feels Australia can use its 
close relations with the United 
States to help bring peace to 
Asia. Australia will not imi¬ 
tate but help to initiate. In 
this context Mr. Whitlam 
looks to Canada’s example. 

“It is plain that the Canadi¬ 
an initiative in 1970 has been 
of crucial importance in pro¬ 
moting an atmosphere in 
which China and the United 
States could move toward a 
rapprochement. 

“Canada has achieved dip¬ 
lomatic results out of all pro¬ 
portion to her size or power. 
To use the jargon, she helped 
the United States off the hook 
... We are potentially a 
more significant power in our 
region than Canada is in 
hers.” 

Thus, if anything, it appears 
that Mr. Whitlam sees Austra¬ 
lia not abandoning but consol¬ 
idating a special relationship 
with the United States; not as 
a passive follower but as a 
sophisticated quick-witted 
friend — a "bird dog” for the

Asia and the Pacific. 

He believes Mr. Nixon’s 
visit to China to be “one of 
the commandingly crucial 
events in modem world diplo¬ 
macy.” He sees Australia 
helping to guide the United 
States through the “un¬ 
paralleled complexity in inter¬ 
national relations ... the 
confusion and conflicts of 
aims and interests of the 
major powers in the affairs of 
our region ” 

Mr. Whitlam does not see 
Japan playing a leading politi¬ 
cal role. He believes the Japa¬ 
nese will be too preoccupied 
with their own problems of 
adjustment. “I myself hold 
deeply to the belief that 
Japan will be the first great 
economic power to break the 
nexus between economic 
strength and military 
strength,” he said. 

The great danger for the 
region, according to Mr. Whit¬ 
lam, is that it could become 
an area of confrontation be¬ 
tween the two super-powers. 
The large nations in the re¬

India — will not be able to do 
much to prevent this. Instead 
he sees Europe as a “third 
force” and wants Australia to 
become Europe’s partner in 
holding the ring between the 
two great powers. 

The question for Mr. Whit¬ 
lam is whether he will be able 
to carry both the Right and 
Left wings of the Labor Party 
with him in his vision of Aus¬ 
tralia's role. The Right tends 
towards the old conservative, 
passive “all the way” with 
the U.S. foreign policy, while 
the Left wants a neutralist 
Australia.

Already (Mr. Whitlam has 
been defeated in the cabinet 
on the export of merino rams 
to Communist' China -*• a 
minor foreign policy issue but 
significant in terms of the fu¬ 
ture. Soon he will be faced 
with the Labor Party’s policy 
commitment to reveal to the 
Australian people the nature 
and uses of various U.S. com¬ 
munication bases in Australia 
— a subject on which he has 
been ominously quiet of late. 


He will also be faced with 
the decision on whether to 
permit an American 
“Omega” communications 
base in Australia. 

(Omega is a low frequency 
transmitting facility for com¬ 
municating with nuclear sub¬ 
marines under wafer). Con¬ 
servatives argue a refusal 
could place Australia outside 
the U.S. nuclear protective 
umbrella. 

There Is also a conflict in 
the cabinet about the number 
of troop* Australia will keep 
in Singapore as part of the 
ANZUK forces. Lord Carring¬ 
ton, the British defence secre¬ 
tary, said during his recent 
Australian visit that should 
Australia withdraw all its 
troops Britain would have to 
“reopen the whole question.” 

In the past Mr. Whitlam has 
been able to carry the Austra¬ 
lian Labor Party with him 
and if his vision of Australia 
as the “honest broker” of 
Asia is to become a reality it 
will largely be as a result of 
his ability to pull both wings 
of the party into line behind 
him as he did during the last 
election.

London is now so full of motor vehicles 
that it is beginning to produce Los Angles- 
type photochemical smog. Unlike conventional 
British smog, which has almost disappeared 
since the Clean Air Act of 1956, the photo¬ 
chemical smog occurs In high summer, when 
sunlight falls on air polluted by London’s .cars. 

Scientists were first alerted to the photo¬ 
chemical smog danger last year, when high 
levels of ozone — characteristic of photo chem¬ 
ical smog — were found around Harwell, 
Berkshire, west of the capital. The latest fig¬ 
ures, published In the magazine Nature, show 
that even higher ozone levels have been reach¬ 
ed in the Covent Garden area of central 
London. 

Photochemical smog occurs only in powerful 
sunlight, when unbumed hydrocarbons and 
oxides of nitrogen, both products of the auto¬ 
mobile, mix in still, warm air. On at least 
four days in July, 1972, the sun was hot 
enough and the air etlll enough to produce el* 
vated ozone levels. 

Ozone Is an intensely poisonous, irritating 


gas, so even comparatively low levels are 
worth worrying about. At 112 parts of ozone 
to every 1,000 million parts of air, London’s 
photochemical smog is only a fifth as bad as 
the most extreme Los Angeles conditions, but 
it may be sufficient to cause smarting eyes; 

The observations confirming that London 
has now joined Los Angeles, Tokyo and Rot¬ 
terdam in generating photochemical smog 
were made by R. G. Derwent and H. N. M. 
Stewart of the government's Warren Spring 
Laboratory, which is responsible for monitor¬ 
ing British air pollution. They are continuing 
to make observations in central London, 
though the ozone Is unlikely to return until 
summer. 

Their observations are seen as another 
reason for attemping to limit the number of 
cars permitted to come into London. Only a 
small minority of London’s commuters drive 
to work, but they are enough to cause frequent 
traffic; jams, and the Greater London Council 
has already announced that it is looking for 
ways of dissuading them.

Contrary to popular belief, the heroin business 
in the United States, centred on the lucrative new 
York market, is no longer the private preserve of the 
Mafia. It is now dominated by Cuban smuggling rings, 
formed from the riff-raff who fled to the U.S. with 
other exiles when Fidel Castro seized power in Cuba.

The policy has been 
successful — until that Sun¬ 


day Mail article. Since the re¬ 
gime lifted direct censorship 
imposed at the time of UDI 
the local press has been con¬ 
tent — if that’s the word — to 
censor itself, maintain a low 
profile and to mute criticism 
or news liable to embarrass 
the government particularly if 
it involves a settlement. 

Resident foreign corre¬ 
spondents and overseas-based 
"stringers” have one by one 
been removed by direct or in¬ 
direct means. 

Since UDI the PNG (per¬ 
sona non grata) list includes: 
John Parker, the writer of 
this article (local journalist 
and London Times corre¬ 
spondent) ; James Biddulph, 
now diplomatic correspondent 
of the BBC (Niesewand’s pre¬ 
decessor as major Rhodesian 
freelance); John Worrall (Sa¬ 
lisbury correspondent of 
South African Associated 
Newspapers); and Ronald 
Robson (BBC). 

★ ★ ★ 

Others like the former 
mayor of Salisbury, the late 
Frank Clements and the cur¬ 
rent editor of the Interna¬ 
tional Press Institute’s Ga¬ 
zette, Richard Peel, left vol¬ 
untarily when journalism be¬ 
came intolerable to them in 
suoh an environment. 

By chance, Peter Niese¬ 
wand himself described these 
pressures graphically in a let¬ 
ter which arrived in London 
on the day of his arrest. He 
describes now the special 
branch of the Rhodesian po¬ 
lice first turned their atten¬ 
tions on him in November last 
year. 

“The police search of my 
office and home was Initially 
a bit of a shock, but I knew 
there wasn’t anything for 
them to find, and they rea¬ 
lized this too after u short 
time. / 

“They took away copies of 
a story I had written on Mo¬ 
zambique, and have sent 
these to the director of public 
prosecutions for a decision on 


whether to charge me under 
the Official Secrets Act'. 

"As I haven’t heard back 
from them, I take it my con¬ 
tinued freedom is not exactly 
a crushing threat to Western 
civilization.” (He was wrong 
there.) 

"It’s a curious mater: 
they want to know my source 
for the information on Rhode¬ 
sian security attitudes to¬ 
wards the Mozambique war, 
and I’ve told them to get lost. 

"One of the things I said in 
my story was that Rhodesian 
troops ^iad, from time to time, 
taken part in operations 
across the border. 

"Mr. Smith has since de¬ 
nied that this is so, which 
raises an interesting point: If 
a thing has been officially de¬ 
nied, then presumably the 
authorities must stand by 
their allegation that it is inac¬ 
curate. Can an inaccuracy be 
an official secret? 

★ ★ ★ 

"Meanwhile, the police (and 
the government too, as I 
understand orders for the 
search came direct from 
Smith’s office) have left pie 
hanging. This is a tactic used 
quite often these days. They 
apparently hope to wear peo¬ 
ple down with uncertainty and 
suspicion. 

“In my case, they have let 
it be known that I am under 
the close security of the spe¬ 
cial branch. 

"My telephone is said to be 
tapped (something , I always 
assumed anyway), my mail is 
said to be opened (ditto), it is 
whispered that I am being fol¬ 
lowed (which is not true) and 
soon.

“Thii tactic may not be the 
• most subtle in the world, but 
it has worked in the past. 

“Two University lecturers 
were charged with publishing 
a subversive statement, but 
nothing was done to take 
them to court. No one would 
say what was going to hap¬ 
pen, or give dates for court 
hearings. 

"After a couple of months, 
the two lecturers merely left 
the country. The authorities 
were content: the men had 
been got rid of, without $ib- 
llcity, and would not be com¬ 
ing back.

“I don’t plan on going just 
yet. I think they know that if 
they want to get rid of me, 
they must deprive of my 
citizenship which is a lengthy 
and well-publicized procedure. 
I wonder if it is worth it from 
their point of view, because, 
even in the Rhodesian con¬ 
text, I’m a pretty tame liber! 
al. * 

"At the moment, for us the 
worst part of living in Rhode¬ 
sia is the grinding flltoial pres¬ 
sure — not knowing whether 
one or both of tis is going to 
be attacked yet again for 
being Cbmmie rats. As one 
lady put it at a recent dinner 
party: why don’t I pull myself 
out of the slime in which I 
wallow? 

"It’s funny for quite a long 
time, but eventually it just 
gets boring ...

There are 1,200 miles of 
Canadian-American border in 
the northeast tier; there are 
two great lakes, the St. 
Lawrence Seaway and dozens 
of smaller waterways and 
backwoods roads. 

There are only 100 border 
guards and supervisors to 
stem the flow of people, 
much less secreted heroin, 
and fewer than 20 of them 
are on duty at any given time 
between Erie, Pa., and Maine. 

In 1972, 28,924,345 persons 
were counted crossing into the 
United States from Canada 
through 19 checkpoints in New 
York and Vermont. 

★ ★ ★ 

Many more were not count¬ 
ed—many of the backwoods 
roads have no border check¬ 
points, and some checkpoints 
are unmanned during the 
night. 

"It’s must one giant nation¬ 
wide sieve from border to 
border from ocean to ocean,” 
one U.S. federal official has 
said. 

From Montreal, the heroin 
moves south to New York 
City; or west to Toronto and 
then to Windsor, where it 
passes into Detroit; or farther 
west to Vancouver for ship¬ 
ping into Seattle and other 
west coast distribution 
centres. 

"An awful lot of stuff is 
coming through (Van¬ 
couver),” one source said. 
“We’ve got just one man up 
there and he’s about to go 
bananas. The heroin is just 
blowing right over him. ” 

But most comes into New 
York, across the border in 
cars.

"This is the one (screwdriv- 
er) you need for the Chevy,” 
Giuseppe Cotroni told an un¬ 
dercover man in 1959 as he 
went through the bag of tools. 

"You take off the arm rest 
and you put the load down 
there in the well. Then you 
cover it with tarpaper and put 
the armrest back. Never 
misses getting across the 
border at night. 

"If a customs guy gets it 
into his head to look in there, 
all he sees is the bla6k tar¬ 
paper and he thinks he’s look¬ 
ing down in empty space . . . 

“Some of the boys that been 
in this business a long time 
they got special traps built in 
their cars. Like’ Big John Or- 
mento (a Cjpo in the Luc- 
chese crime family). 

"You first turn on the heat¬ 
er, then the ignition and a 
compartment in the rear 
drops open under the seat. 
It’s a very good trap . . .” 
(unital). • 

★ ★ ★ 

Montreal has been on the 
heroin route map since the 
days after the Second World 
War. One of the first men to 
operate there was Antoine 
d’Agostino, an Algerian-born 
Corsican and member of the 
French underworld sentenced 
to death in absentia for trea¬ 
son and murder. 

D’Agostino couriers, for 
several years, took the heroin 
that arrived from (Lucky) Lu¬ 
ciano-directed operations in 
Italy to a Corsican liaison 
group in New York headed by 
Jean David (alias Jean Laget, 
the Silver Fox) Whitey, who 
then sold to a group headed 
by the late Mafia crime boss 
Vito Genovese. 

★ ★ ★ 

D’Agostino, however, made 
the mistake in 1949 of selling 
heroin to an undercover agent 
from the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. This was no 
great shame for D’Agostino 
as an operator, but it was em¬ 
barrassing and required him 
to jump bail and move his 
operation to Mexico City. 

Narcotics and crime in gen¬ 
eral were in flux in Montreal 
for the next several years, but 
by 1954 had been substantially 
solidified as the Canadian 
arm of the Joseph (Joe Ban¬ 
anas) Bonnano crime family. 

By 1956 the Montreal heroin 
operation was being run by 
Giuseppe Cotroni, who dealt 
directly with the Corsicans, 
travelling to France several 
times a year. • 

And for years, couriers such 
as Joseph Vecchio, Angelo 
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Sonesso and reportedly Philip 
(Rusty) Rastolli, now the act¬ 
ing head of the Bonnano fami¬ 
ly, drove heroin-laden cars 
down to New York, delivering 
anywhere from 50 to 150 kilos 
a month to Genovese, Car¬ 
mine (Lillo) Galente and Or- 
mento. 

The heroin was then sold to 
men like Angelo Tuminaro, 
and Anthony Depasqua, who 
in turn sold three to five kilos 
a week to local suppliers. 

★ ★ ★ 

The ring was successful for 
many years, primarily be¬ 
cause of payoffs to the right 
politicians in Canada. 

At a recent Quebec police 
commission inquiry into or¬ 
ganized crime, former Mon¬ 
treal police director Paclflque 
Plante testified that Vincent 


Cotroni was one of a number 
of "untouchables” in or¬ 
ganized crime who could not 
be prosecuted. 

Plante testified that he was 
fired twice - in 1948 and 1957 
— because he refused to obey 
orders not to creek down on 
various illegal operations in 
the city. 

★ ★ ★ 

The narcotics operation, 
however, was disrupted dur¬ 
ing 1959 and 1960 when joint 
operations between the U.S. 
Bureau of Narootics and the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Po¬ 
lice resulted in the conviction 
and jailing of a number of the 
ring members, including Giu¬ 
seppe Cotroni, Genovese, Ga¬ 
lente, Ormento and Mercan- 
tonio Orlandlno. 

Since Giuseppe Cotironi's 


imprisonment and subsequent 
release, the family'* opera¬ 
tions have been under the ste¬ 
wardship of his brother, Vin¬ 
cent. 

A Newsday series last No¬ 
vember detailed how the Co¬ 
troni family has been smug¬ 
gling illegal Sicilian aliens 
into the Untied States, pri¬ 
marily to bolster the depleted 
ranks of several of the Ameri¬ 
can Mafia families. 

The series showed how the 
use of aliens and forged docu¬ 
ments provided an ideal base 
for international smuggling 
operations. 

★ ★ ★ 

Most of the distribution sys¬ 
tems have changed since Co¬ 
troni first entered the scene 
15 years ago. Genovese is 
dead, Galente is in prison. 


What was once the domain 
of a handful of Mafia leaders 
is now overrun by indepen¬ 
dent Italians, black* and 
Cubans. The Cotronis, howev¬ 
er, are still there at the same 
old stand ifi Montreal. 

Just recently the RCMP, 
BNDD and U.S. customs 
seized 70 pounds of heroin 
concealed in two sea'trunks 
that had false bottoms and 
false sides. They were off¬ 
loaded in Canada from the 
liner which had sailed from 
Naples. 

They were listed as the pro¬ 
perty of Francesoo Billitte, 
22, a visitor from Ssleml, Sici¬ 
ly. 

Billitte was arrested with 
eight others, including Bene¬ 
detto Zizzo, 59, of Toronto. 
Not surprisingly, he was a Co¬ 
troni associate.

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Opposition Hammers NDP on Insurance Bill 


Members of all three op¬ 
position parties in the Legisla¬ 
ture flayed the government 
Tuesday tpr .its proposed mo¬ 
nopoly government auto in¬ 
surance scheme. 

Ed Smith (SC — North 
Peace) as spokesman for the 
official opposition, said High¬ 
ways Minister Robert Stra- 
chan, who Is piloting the bill 
through the house, knows 
what the rates will be but 
isn’t prepared to let the bpblic 
know until after the plan be¬ 
comes law. 

He said Straohan’s plea that 
actuaries couldn’t possibly 
come up with “ballpark fig¬ 
ures” at this stage was noth¬ 
ing but a lot of “poppycock.” 
adding that anyone with 
knowledge of the business 
could produce a close approxi¬ 
mation of the final figures. 

If the B.C. plan operates, as 
the government says it will 
without hidden charges or 
subsidies, the rates here will 
be 40 per cent higher than 
those now in existence for 
comparable coverage in Man¬ 
itoba, where there is already

er tactics in debating this bill 
without first revealing pre¬ 
mium rates or first debating 
Bill 34 (Insurance Corporation 
of British Columbia Act).”

buildings, more red tape, and 
greater rigidity of controls. 

The loss of Income to 
various levels of government 
must also be taken into ac¬ 
count, he said.

No Favors, Says Barrett 


Any companies in which the 
provincial government obtains 
an equity will still “stand or 
fail on a competitive basis” 
with private industry in the 
same fields, Premier Barrett 
said Tuesday. 


The premier was replying- 
In the Legislature to questions 
asked by opposition party 
members on the government’s 
plans to buy, through the B.C. 
Railway, a 40 per cent equity

vebpment project near Chct- 
wynd. 

He said any companies in 
which the government ob¬ 
tained equity would have ”no 
favored position” as far as 
taxes or other payments to 
governments were concerned. 

Specifically, in the case of 
the Sukunka development, the 
company likely to be formed 
of a partnership between the 
B.C. Railway and the Brascan 
corporation will pay the same 
royalties on coal as any other 
coal-mining operation in the 
province. 

Barrett emphasized that 
only the first phase of negoti¬ 
ations in the project has been 
completed. This involves the 
B.C. railway, a crown cor¬ 
poration, agreeing in principle 
to buy 40 per cent equity in 
the Sukunka development 
from Brameda Corp. 


proposition would now be for¬ 
mally voted on by the com¬ 
pany’s shareholders. 

During the question period, 
Opposition Leader W. A. C. 
Bennett expressed concern 
that the railway’s buying into 
the mining operation could 
make the whole operation 
subject to the federal corpora¬ 
tion tax.

“It provides an opportunity 
for the people of British Co¬ 
lumbia, who have their au¬ 
tomobiles as utilities, to have 
the right to decent automobile 
Insurance protection at no- 
profit rates. 

“It's good news, it’s the 
Bay Street blues,” Barrett 
concluded. 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke said that 84 per cent of 
B.C. residents want the gov¬ 
ernment plan. 

The private Insurance in¬ 
dustry “waited too long to 
mend its fences” and improve 
its own car insurance prac¬ 
tices, said Cocke.

B.C. Eyes Southeast Asia 


B.C. hopes to send a trade 
mission to peddle logging 
equipment manufactured in 
the province to the countries 
of Southeast Asia, Trade Min¬ 
ister Alex Macdonald fold the 
Legislature Tuesday night. 

Speaking during the debate 
on the spending estimates of 
the industrial development,, 
trade and industry depart¬ 
ment, Macdonald said he has 
been discussing the project 
with Ottawa and hopes it will 
become a joint federal-provin¬ 
cial mission. 

B.C., which recently closed 
its trade offices in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles, hasn't 
given up the idea of foreign 
missions but wants them to 
serve specific products manu¬ 
factured in this province. He 
said logging equipment is a 
good example of a B.C. prod¬ 
uct which could sell well in 
Southeast Asia where logging 
is a growing business. 


Macdonald told the house 
his department is currently 
undergoing an extensive face¬ 
lifting and meanwhile is con¬ 
ducting surveys of all B.C. in¬ 
dustries to determine what 
products can be sold success¬ 
fully abroad. He also suggest¬ 
ed B.C. may open trade of¬ 
fices in Eastern Canada and 
mentioned Toronto or Ottawa 
as likely locations for the first 
of these. 

Allan Williams (L-West. 
f Vancouver-Howe Sound) 
called for research into in¬ 
novative types of secondary 
industry which would make 
the best possible use of B.C. 
resources including power. He 
said foreign manufacturers 
who already have such prod¬ 
ucts should be encouraged to 
come to this province to make 
use of the resources available 
here. 

The Liberal member also 
asked whether the NDP gov¬ 


ernment would require all 
new secondary industries to 
agree to a government equity 
position as the “price” of es¬ 
tablishing here. Williams 
added: “IT this is the price, 
they’ll turn away from B.C. 
and establish elsewhere.” 

Macdonald replied equity 
arrangements, such as the 
one tentatively agreed to by 
the government with Sukunka 
coal interests, aren’t the only 
agreements the government is 
prepared to enter into with 
private industry but “they are 
very useful.” 

Macdonald also said the 
entry of Great Britain into the 
European common market 
will give B.C. new trade op¬ 
portunities in western Europe 
although it may slightly cur¬ 
tail sales to Britain itself. 

Macdonald told the Legisla¬ 
ture that the export of agri¬ 
cultural products in particular 


would likely be hurt by Bri¬ 
tain's entry into the European 
Economic Community be¬ 
cause it woUld mean in¬ 
creased tariffs on Canadian 
exports to Britain. 

„ But In such areas as Ply¬ 
wood, the threat posed to B.C. 
exports is more than out¬ 
weighed by the new trade op¬ 
portunities created by Bri¬ 
tain’s move, he said. Although 
there would be higher tariffs 
on plywood, there would also 
be the opportunity for B.C. to 
export to all nine Common 
Market countries, something 
it hasn’t done much of in the 
past. 

He also said he felt the 
province should set up a trade 
house or mission somewhere 
in Continental Europe, possi¬ 
bly in Frankfurt, Germany. 
This would possibly be an ex¬ 
tension of London House, 
where the province now has a 
trade officer. 

The minister also told the 


house that Japan was present¬ 
ly negotiating to buy greater 
amounts of B.C. coal. He de¬ 
clined to say what B.C. com¬ 
pany was involved, but said it 
would be a private deal be¬ 
tween the company and a con¬ 
sortium of Japanese firms 
and the- Japanese govern¬ 
ment. 

During the debate. Garde

A Month 


ROCHESTER, N.Y. (AP) — 
The bankrupt Penn Central 
Railroad is spending $1.,500 a 
month in the Buffalo- 
Rochester-Syracuse area to 
taxi trainmen home at the 
end of their runs, a train¬ 
master said Tuesday. 

Richard Jamieson Of Ro¬ 
chester described the action 
as "a matter of economy.” 

"Taxis are cheaper than to 
put the men up until a passen¬ 
ger train can carry them,” he 
said. 

He said that by law the men 
could work only 12 hours a 
day. When that time is up, he 
said, the train stops and waits 
for a new crew. 

If the stop is hot in the 
men’s hometown, Jamieson 
said, the Penfr^entral is re¬ 
quired to transpoH them to 
their homes. 

The taxi fare from Syracuse 
to Rochester is $65. He said 
one or two five-man crews 
take that route daily, with 
five men in a cab.

Johnson-was awarded $5,000 
back pay and a wgekly sti¬ 
pend of $75 for future^rare.

43 years in China, living in 
various villages. She was 
married to John lxissing 
Buck, an agricultural mis¬ 
sionary, in 191,7. The marriage 
ended in a divorce in 1935 and 
Miss Buck almost immediate¬ 
ly married her publisher, 
Richard J. Walsh. He died in 
1960. 

M:ss Buck’s writing career 
brought her back to the Unit¬ 
ed States virtually full-time 


by 1940 and she eventually 
settled In Pennsylvania, set¬ 
ting up two homes for or¬ 
phaned children in the late 
1940s. Saddened by the retar¬ 
dation of a daughter by her 
first marriage, she end her 
second husband adopted nine 
children. 

Her writing hrought her 
wealth, and in 1964 she started 
the Pearl S. Buck Foundation 
with a $1 million contribution. 
Since then the foundation has 
helped more than 2,000 Asian 
children who were fathered 
and abandoned by American 
soldiers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Congress and the states in¬ 
volved should have the option 
of approving or vetoing con¬ 
struction of superports, said 
Senator Clifford Case Monday. 

The New Jersey Republican 
told a senate commerce sub¬ 
committee the states should 
have a say because an ac¬ 
cident involving a tanker car¬ 
rying Jt.2 million barrels of 
crude oil “could devastate 
the beaches of several 
states.” 

A secondary effect of off¬ 
shore superports for tankers, 
he said, might be to lead the 
nation to increase its depen¬ 
dency on oil while ignoring 
development of other forms of 
energy. 

Senators Ernest Hollings. D 
—North Carolina and Har¬ 
rison Williams, D New Jer¬ 
sey, also have bills on the 
subject. 

The three agree the eco¬ 
nomic and environmental im¬ 
pact of the proposed facilities 
is staggering but disagree on 
the approach. 

Hollings would leave the de¬ 
cision on a superport up to the 
chief of the National Ooeano- 
g r a h i c and Atmospheric 
Agency. 

Williams said that federal 
administrator would not be 
likely to exercise an indepen¬ 
dent decision. He added 
NOAA is in the department of 
commerce — “the most ac¬ 
tive. and least environ¬ 
mentally conscious proponent 
of these ports.”

He said Vermont Is seeking 
an order to prevent further 
pollution. The satellite pho 
tographs of the pollutior 
plume in the lake have beer 
turned over to Vermont’s at¬ 
torney-general for possible in¬ 
troduction into the lawsuit 
now under way, Lind said.

Too Few Doctors, Union Says 

Supernurse to the Fore

The 10.700-member Hospital 
Kniployecs Union of B.C. feels 
that a new class of health pro¬ 
vider, the "super-nurse,” 
could relieve what it feels is a 
serious shortage of doctors in 
the province. 

This super-nurse, wltlr less 
training hut more mobility 
than a doctor, could serve ei¬ 
ther as a right-hand woman to 
busy physicians or as a "phy¬ 
sician substitute*, in rural or 
isolated areas.” 

The recommendation comes 
in a report on proposed 
changes in health care deli¬ 
very prepared by the union 


and presented to Health 
Minister Dennis Cbcke last 
month. 

The union says that Canada, 
with the third highest stan¬ 
dard living in the world, 
rangs 20th in doctor-popula¬ 
tion ratio, and blames the 
medical profession with its 
“restrictive attitude towards 
licensing” as the main cause 
of this imbalance. 

The supernurse could per¬ 
form a myriad of duties that 
take up a doctor’s time, it 
says. 

She could write orp patient 
histories, screen minor dis¬ 


orders like coughs and colds, 
remove sutures, treat simple 
fractures, identify dental 
problems, organize large- 
spe public health. programs 
and even engage in mid¬ 
wifery. 

"By performing the more 
routine duties, this new type 
of worker could save the doc¬ 
tor valuable time, allowing 
him to perform his diagnostic 
duties more efficiently.” 

In the same chapter, the 
union also refers to a "tre¬ 
mendous gap” between doc¬ 
tors and paramedical staff 
from the standpoint of pres¬ 


tige and reward, and deplores 
the fact that doctors are 
largely accountable only to 
themselves. 

The union, which represents 
workers in 75 B.C. acute hos¬ 
pitals, used the adjective 
"super” in another context 
the proposed creation of a 
"super-board” or provincial 
health planning council. 

This council # would have 
under Its wing a network of 
regional health planning coun¬ 
cils, tp replace the present 
hospital regional boards 
which are primarily con¬ 
cerned with only one aspect of 
care.

"History is an unending de¬ 
hate here; the strains of the 
UN debates are reflected/* 
said Desmond Cole, head¬ 
master of the United Nations 
International School. 

After slumming for years in 
makeshift buildings supplied 


by the Qtty qf New York, the 
school has now been launched 
in a .new building — a ship¬ 
like structure sitting on pil¬ 
ings driven into landfill on the 
East River. Tins "ship of fu¬ 
ture statesmen," as the school 
has been called, is less than 
20 blocks from the permanent 
home of the UN. It may he 
just an architectural neces-

aity, but son^e observers think 
it was intentional that the 
prow of the structure faces 
east. They see it as a re¬ 
sponse to the many non-Wes-

where their children "could 
be grounded in one’s own cul¬ 
ture," as Cole put it.

Purpose of the school is to 
protect national and cultural 
differences from being over¬ 
whelmed by American cul¬ 
ture. "Our goal is not to homo¬ 
genize them, we are not de¬ 
veloping a new breed,” Cole 
emphasized. Along with this, 
the student is given a broad¬ 
minded and unorthodox study 
of man and his works. 

The tie between the school 
and the United Nations is not 
a formal one, but UN staff 
members have first priority 
on places at the school. Forty- 
seven per cent are from the 
Secretariat, explained Anne 
Toncich, executive assistant 
to the board of trustees, 45 
per cent are non-UN students, 
eight per cent from delega¬ 
tions. Increased tuition cost 
has lowered the attendance of 
UN personnel, according to 
Miss Toncich. They can’t af¬ 
ford It even with the scholar¬ 
ships offered. The average 
student pays $1,850 in fees. 

Most countries zestfully 
support the idea of an interna¬ 
tional school, Miss Toncich 
continued. "It helps recruit¬ 
ing." She added that qualified 
professionals are attracted to 
positions when their chil¬ 
dren’s schooling can be as¬ 
sured. The United States 
gives what she terms "grudg¬ 
ing support" and she describes 
the Soviet Union as "not too 
enthusiastic.” But the Ford 
and Rockefeller Foundations 
1 *ave given liberal grants. NiX 
long ago the UN General As¬ 
sembly voted for the school 52 
million! which wiH come out 
of evqry country’s • assess¬ 
ment. j 

Sylvia Fuhrman, the 
cial representative of the 
Secretary-General, who is a 
liaison l>etween the UN, foun¬ 
dations, and private industry, 
says that in the present drive 
to raise $6.5 million for devel¬ 
opment, the Nippon Steel 
Company of Japan has given 
$100,000. Owens of Illinois has 
contributed, and Digital Com¬ 
pany has given a computer. 

Plans call for the school, 
when fullly equipped, to be 
one of the most sophisticated 
educational plants for the 
young anywhere in the world. 
There will be a planetarium, 
a computer centre, a theatre, 
a double gymnasium.

Recently a reader wTote to 
say the best thing to do when 
driving a car and the acceler¬ 
ator gets stuck is to turn off 
the ignition. You published 
that letter and said, "Thanks 
for the tip." 

Don’t you realize that if a « 
car has power ateering this 
would be suicidal? Turning 
off the Ignition would lock the 
steering wheel and lose the 
braking power, as well. A per¬ 
son caught in such a dilemma 
should shift into neutral and 
brake the car to a stop. 

How come you didn't check 
with your vehicle authorities, 
Dummy? — Jake. 

Dear Jake: Several readers 
wrote to criticize that advice 
which seemed perfectly logical 
to me. Here is a letter from 
a Safety Council authority to 
whom I wrote for counsel 
after the roof fell in. Please 
read it carefully, Dummy.

Dear Ann lenders: A 

retraction is not necessary — 
only a clarification, since 
turning off the ignition in the 
event the accelerator sticks 
while the vehicle is in motion 
and braking to a stop might 
be hazardous in some in¬ 
stances. 

Here are specific instruc¬ 
tions: If you’re on the open 
highway and there’s plenty of 
room ahead, try to pull the 
pedal up with the toe of your 
shoe or have a front seat pas¬ 
senger do it. Don’t reach down 
yourself and take your at¬ 
tention from the road. 

If there isn’t time, simply 


turn off the ignition and brake 
to a stop. But Remember, with 
power brake*’ and steering, 
turning off the engine will 
make steering and braking 
hard work. Be ready for the 
stiffness and bear down.

Dear Ann lender*: Please 
give your opinion. Am I wrong 
or is my husband wrong? 
The answer will have to be a 
matter of personal judgment 
because there is no precedent 
for it.

Dear Brow: You don’t say. 
how long you’ve been married 
but I’m sure you aren’t new¬ 
lyweds. By this time your 
husband should be accustomed 
to your way of doing things 
and cured of his mama-meth¬ 
odology. Your husband is 
probably mad at you for 
something else. When you find 
out what is it and get THAT 
problem resolved, the pots 
and pans won’t mean a thing.

Of Arbutus Crafts 


By KATHRYN HAZEL

The sounds of happiness at 
Arbutus Crafts, 1119 Van¬ 
couver, are almost deafening. 

^There are the sounds of 
hammers, of shuttles and 
looms, wheelchairs rolling 
across the floor, the whirr of 
saws, but above these the 
murmur of voices and laugh¬ 
ter. 

When you first walk Into the 
grey building with orange 
trim. It’s easy to get lost. 
There seem to be a hundred 
little rooms, crammed full of 
materials and people busily 
working. 

Opened in 1964 as a centre 
where physically disabled but 
mentally alert people could 
find companionship and de¬ 
velop skills in crafts, the 
building, is now bursting at 
the seams. 


A cartoon which shows a 
man with a frustrated look on 
his face shouting, "Help — we 
need room,” is the most 
prominent feature of a bulled 
tin boord in the tiny office of 
administrator Judy Nyquist. 

Seventy-one disabled people 
go every week to Arbutus 
Crafts to silk-screening, bas¬ 
ketry, woodwork, weaving, til- 
1 n g , candlemaking and 
leather work, as well as other 
activities. 

But the lack of sj>ace means 
that the centre can’t accom¬ 
modate all those who would 
like to coine, says Phyllis Sut¬ 
ton, founder of Arbutus 
Crafts. 

“There would have to be a 
lot of arranging to take in 
more. There are certain peo¬ 
ple who would like to come 
more often, but there isn’t 
enough room for them.” 

The organization has been 


looking for new headquarters 
for quite a while, but has been 
hard-pressed to find a place 
that would meet all thq re¬ 
quirements. 

Any building for Arbutus 
Crafts would need ample floor 
space, all on one level, with 
easy access, so that the 
workers could move about 
easily. 

“There’s no such place 
available,” explains Mrs. Sut¬ 
ton. “It’s very hard to find 
what we want that’s lighted 
and heated. Anything over 
5,000 feet is warehouse — and 
so it’s not lighted or heated.” 

As a result, it looks as if they 
might have to build their own 
place, says Lyndis Davis, 
chairman of the board of gov¬ 
ernors. 

While board members are 
trying to find a solution for 
the space problem, the work 
still goes on at the centre in 


y limited Only by Space 
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every available nook and 
cranny. 

It’s beautiful stuff the peo¬ 
ple at Arbutus Crafts produce, 
too -t not doodads and gim- 
crackery. 

The men at the centre do 
excellent cane^work on chair 
seats, and there's a growing 
business in made-to-order 
canvases for artists. 

The silk-screening depart¬ 
ment puts out Christmas 
cards, posters, bumper 
stickers, and tastefully- 
designed hasty notes and sta¬ 
tionery.

Their work is supervised by 
three full-time staff members 
— Ed Burley in charge of 
wood-working, Tom Wilson 
who looks after silk-screening, 
and Margaret Smillie who 
heads crafts. 

The work of the more than 
100 volunteers of all ages at 
Arbutus Crafts is extremely 
important, says Mrs. Nyquist. 
“They are mainstay of the or¬ 
ganization — without them we 
just couldn't function.” 

Since the Community Coun¬ 
cil’s volunteer bureau closed, 
they’ve been having a bit of 
trouble in finding more volun¬ 
teers to help drive the 
workers to the centre. 

At present, most of them 
are driven to the centre in 
Easter Seal buses which are 


especially designed to accom¬ 
modate wheelchairs. 

If more volunteer drivers 
were found, the buses could 
be used exclusively for wheel¬ 
chair workers, while those 
who are mobile could come in 
private oars, explains Mrs. 
Nyquist. ^ 

Goods made by the workers 
can be bought at quite inex¬ 
pensive prices in a little shop 
on the premises of Arbutus 
Crafts. 

There have been attempts 
to find other outlets for them, 
but, says Mrs. Sutton, "we 
found that people wanted such 
. a huge markup — 40 per cent 
or more — that there wouldn’t 
have been enough left for our 
workers — and the whole 
point is to raise money for 
them.” 


From the weaving depart¬ 
ment come all kinds of woven 
goods in vivid colors. 


The workers receive 75 per 
cent of the profits from sales 
of the material they make, 
the rest going for overhead, 
says Mrs. Sutton. Last year 
more than $6,000 was paid out 
to workers. 


The three main sources of 
income for Arbutus Crafts are 
grants from the B.C. Rehabili- 
Foundation and the pro¬ 
vincial rehabilitation depart¬ 
ment, as well as money from 
the sales of handicrafts. 


Most of the workers are on 
disability pensions (although 
some have private incomes) 
and are referred to the centre 
through the various social 
agencies.

Clematis 


Along about this time of the year, 
anyone who has a clematis begins to 
get an uneasy feeling that something 
needs doing about that hideous bird’s 
nest of tangled growth. Just how to go 
about it is a bit of a problem, though, 
for the instructions on pruning clematis 
are singularly confusing. 

The first thing the novice gardener 
learns on consulting the garden books is 
that clematis varieties fall into different 
“groups.” and each group requires a 
different technique in pruning. So you 
must know the name of your clematis 
before you start any snipping, and only 
too often the libel has long since been 
lost. 


In any case, the old grouping system 
Is no longer valid, for the plant 
breeders have been hard at work and 
many of the new hybrid vines are of 
such mixed parentage that each one 
tends to fall into several of these 
groups, all of which adds to the confu¬ 
sion. 


The thing to do, then, is to forget 
about the variety name and try to re¬ 
member whether your vine bears large 
or small flowers, and second, just what 
month your vine came into bloom. If 
you can pinpoint these two factors, I 
can give you a pruning method suitable 
for your particular clematis. 

METHOD A: Prune immediately 
after flowering. Qit away all shoots 
which have borne flowers. This applies 
to all the small-flowered kinds which 
bloom early, in April or May, such as 
C. montana, C. macropetaila, C alpina, 
C. armandi and their close relatives. 

METHOD B: Prune in early March. 
Cut out all dead and weak growth back 


to a strong pair of buds. Re-tie the per¬ 
manent shoots, spacing them out to 
cover the available space on the wall or 
trellis. This applies to all >the LARGE 
flowering kinds which start blooming be¬ 
fore the middle of June, and includes 
Ville de Lyon, Nellie Moser, Lasurstero, 
Beauty of Worcestershire, Belle o! 
Woking and Marie Boisselot — and 
probably some others I have forgotten. 
But if the blooms arc large and the 
flowering is early, .this is your method. 

METHOD C: Prune in early March. 
Cut the whole vine down to three feet or 
less above ground level, making all cuts 
immediately above a strong pair of 
buds. This applies to all kinds which 
start blooming AFTER mid-June; e.g., 
Jackman, Countess de Bouchard, Mme. 
Eduard Andre, C. flammula, C. tangu- 
tica. 

Basically, that’s all there is to it, but 
I think some further qualifications and 
explanations might be in order. So, let’s 
take a look at each of these methods in 
turn. 

Regarding Method A. these vines do 
not necessarily need to be pruned every 
year. Suppose, for instance, you want 
Clematis montana to cover a garage 
roof; it should be sufficient to prune it 
every three or four years. On the other 
hand, if the wall area to be furnished is 
not very large, annual pruning is need¬ 
ed to restrict these rampant growers. 
Because these varieties bloom so very 
early, the vines have enough growing 
time after pruning to produce flowering 
growth for next year’s display. 

The kinds pruned by Method R 
bloom later and are less vigorous, and 
because they produce their blossoms on 


wood made the previous year, plenty at 
old wood must be retained when prun¬ 
ing. Remember, when shortening a side 
shoot back to a pair of buds, the 
strongest-looking and plumpest pair of 
buds, at this time of year, are in fact 
rather weak. Working further back on 
the shoot, it is the NEXT pair, still 
almost dormant, which will make the 
best display. 

The varieties which respond to Meth¬ 
od C are the easiest to deal with. These 
bloom on new wood, made the same 
season, so all we have to do is stimulate 
the production of really vigorous young 
shoots. Wherever we make a cut, it is 
the pair of buds immediately below 
which will make this new growth, and 
the lower down we cut, the stronger will 
be the resulting growth, rather like 
pruning a rose. 

There are refinements, though, even 
to this simplest form of pruning. For in¬ 
stance, if you want your clematis to 
grow up a pole, you cut the whole 
works right down to within six inches of 
the ground; all the young shoots rush 
up the pole and bloom, and everything 
is fine. 

But If your vine is required to fur¬ 
nish a wall and we^ cut back to six 
inches, it would be impossible to sepa¬ 
rate and straighten out the tangle of 
young growths as they develop. They 
would all run up the wall in a bunch 
and flower In a bundle on top, with very 
little of the wall furnished. 

The trick here is to shorten the main 
stems to different heights, all the way 
from six inches to three feet, and the 
resulting growths arc fanned out right 
and left, some almost horizontally, so 
all the wall is covered.

Paolo—Grave Robber

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There is a big brouhaha 
going on at New York’s Met¬ 
ropolitan Museum of Art 
about a rare Etruscan vase 
which the Met paid $1 million 
for. 

The question now being 
raised is was the vase bought 
from a legitimate source or 
was it smuggled out of Italy 
through a black market oper¬ 
ator? If the latter is true, 
Italy may try to reclaim it. 

When I read the story, I 

recalled that 12 years ago in 

Italy, I had the honor of inter¬ 
viewing the chief of all the 
Etruscan grave robbers in the 
town of Cerveteri, the capital 
of Etrusoan tomb robbing. I 
called him Paolo, though that 
was not his name. 

it it it 

Robbing Etruscan graves in 
the hills around Cerveteri was 
one of the most honorable 
professions in the area and 
Paolo was treated with great 
respect by everyone except 

the Italian police. 

The big market for Etrus¬ 
can art work in those days 
was not museums, but 
tourists. Paolo had great con¬ 
tempt for most of his tourist 
customers who were only in¬ 
terested in obscene vases, for 


which the Etruscans were 
famous. 

“They don’t realize,” he 
told me, “that since the 
Etruscans painted eo few non- 
obscene vases, they are the 
ones with the value.” 

★ ★ ★ 

He also was outraged that a 
whole industry had sprung up 
in Italy making forgeries of 
Etruscan vases, which was 
hurting the grave robber’s 
market. 

"We will find a little cup in 
a tomb,” he told me, "and 
someone will fabricate it two 
feet high. Then the tourist will 
say Td rather have the big¬ 
ger one without any cracks in 
it.’ ” 

Paolo told me you could tell 
the difference between a legit¬ 
imate Etruscan grave robber 
and one who sold phony ar¬ 
tifacts by the callouses on his 
hands. 

A legitimate grave robber 
was also known by how much 
time he had spent in jail for 
robbing tombs 

★ ★ ★ 

Paolo did 18 months when 
he was caught one midnight 
scrabbling away dn a pit that 
the Italian police had de¬ 
clared out of bounds. He felt 


no guilt about this since he 
maintains the Etruscans left 
no will specifying whom their 
art work should go to. 

Most of the grave robbers 
of Cerveteri learned their 
trade digging for archae¬ 
ologists for 51 a day. Once 
they discovered how to un¬ 
earth the Etruscan tombs 
they decided to go int* busi¬ 
ness for themselves. 

This made Cerveteri one of 
the most industrious towns in 
all of Italy, with the archae¬ 
ologists digging in the day¬ 
time. and grave robbers 
moonlighting at night. 


Paolo told me the most 
trouble the grave robbers 
ever got into was when the 
King of Sweden, an amateur 
archaeologist, was given the 
honor by the Italian govern¬ 
ment to make a dig for an 
Etruscan tomb. 

He found one, drilled a hole 
and photographed the interior 
of the tomb which had rare 
and marvelous things in it. 
But the king made a mistake. 
He decided to wait until the 
next day to actually open the 
tomb. 

He returned to Rome to in¬ 


vite his family and govern¬ 
ment officials back to watch 
him dig out the tomb the next 
morning. Alas, when everyone 
arrived the next day, the 
tomb had been completely 
picked clean. 

"We shared the king’f dis¬ 
appointment,” Paolo said, 
"but we have a saying in Cer¬ 
veteri, ‘Never let an Etruscan 
tomb sit by itself overnight.' ” 

★ ★ ★ 

I don’t know if Paolo had 
anything to do with the Metro¬ 
politan Museum’s vase or not. 
But 1 like te think he did. 
Some of the pieces he has 
found in tombs are probably 
on display in museums all 
over the world.

He told me he respected the 
Etruscans, but he’s not sure 
he approved of their sex life. 

I’m sorry the Met didn't 
contact me first. I could have 
sent them to Paolo and they 
could have avoided the mid¬ 
dleman. 

I wouldn’t be surprised if 
Paolo would have sold the 
famous vase to the Met for 
$LB8, plus four bottles of a 
decent red Chianti.

Fear Proves Failure 




Soviet government’s 
fear of being exposed is 
greater than its desire to 
broaden the rapprochment 
with the United States. What 
a pity that after 50 years of 
full control, the Soviet govern¬ 
ment still has so much it 
needs to conceal from its own 
people. 

Pravda, the Communist 
party newspaper, recently 
stated that the Soviet Union 
would not permit a free flow 
of people and ideas across its 
borders “without respect for 
the sovereignty, laws and cus¬ 
toms” of the country. 

Translated <x* of dipkxna- 
tese, this means simply that 
the Russian people will be al¬ 
lowed to hear only what the 
government wants them to.

As a lame excuse, Pravda 
charged that a free flow or 
expression and ideas would 
permit "hawks” in the West 
to "find loopholes tor subver¬ 
sive activities against the so¬ 
cialist countries.” What abso¬ 
lute bull. 

In point of fact, the con¬ 
trary is true. The “hawks” 
will be delighted at this sign 
that Russia is as repressive 
as ever; it bolsters their con¬ 
tention that communism is a 
conspiratorial*’ device to en¬ 
slave the people, rather than 
a radical reform to give the 
people a larger voice in their 
government and society. 

The more repressive Russia 
acts, the better the hawks like 
It. 


It is, rAther, the people of 
good will and hopes for a per¬ 
manent detente in the rela¬ 
tions between Russia and the 
West who are dismayed by 
this continuing intolerance to¬ 
ward the free exchange of 
ideas. 

It makes doubly hard the 
task of trying to reach a ratio¬ 
nal policy of mutual survival 
between the great powers. 

And it sadly underlines the 
intellectual and moral bank¬ 
ruptcy of the Soviet regime 
that, after 50 years of con¬ 
stant indoctrination, the gov¬ 


ernment still feels it neces¬ 
sary to isolate the average 
man from all information that 
is not first filtered by the ad¬ 
ministrative censorship. 

According to the New York 
Times correspondent in Mos¬ 
cow, “The most dramatic new 
restriction was an order pub¬ 
lished in November prohibit¬ 
ing the use of the telephone 
for purposes considered objec¬ 
tionable by the authorities.” 

Citizens are now expressly 
forbidden to talk to one an¬ 
other on the telephone “for 
purposes in conflict with the 


national interest and public 
order.” 

What a striking symptom of 
weakness this is, in a country 
that controls the use of the 
mails, telegraph and tele¬ 
phone; what distressing evi¬ 
dence of failure, in half-a-cen- 
tury, to convert the Russian 
public into an electorate that 
is adult enough to make up its 
own mind on the basis of full 
' and free information. 

Until that happens, we are 
dealing with a despotism, not 
with a country, a citizenry, or 
a people.

DETROIT — Student 
witnesses say a swimming in¬ 
structor twice forced a retard¬ 
ed boy who could not swim 
into a pool, then stood by as 
the child drowned while class¬ 
mates tried to save him. 

The boy, George Jerry, 12, 
often had told his parents he 
was terrified of Clayton Woo¬ 
dard, Jr., 24, a swimming in- 
ttructor at the Dancy School 
of Observation, a Detroit pub¬ 
lic school for retarded chil¬ 
dren. 

Woodard was charged Mon¬ 
day with manslaughter in the 
boy’s death. 

Student witnesses said Woo¬ 
dard stood by last Wednesday 
nnd watched as Jerry 
drowned, begging to be res¬ 
cued from tlx* pool. The* stu¬ 
dents said Woodward forced 
Jerry into the pool thi^ee 
times before his death. 

Detective Sgt. Robert 
Kanka said the students told 
police Woodard slapped Jerry 
. in the face with a tennis shoe 
and threw him in the pool 
after he refused to enter it. 

Jerry did not know how to 
swim. 

Kanka said some students 
jumped in and pulled him 
from the pool. But, Kanka 
said, Woodard again threw 
Jerry in. 

The students said Woodard 
rapped on the boy’s fingers as 
he clutched to the side of the 
pool. Jerry fell back into the 
water, the students said, cry¬ 
ing : “I don’t want to die.” 

Woodard's attempts at 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
failed. The boy was declared 
dead at Detroit General Hos¬ 
pital 35 minutes later, police 
said.

Canada Council Funds 


Symphony Society 
Pleased by Report 


Recently-announced conclu¬ 
sions of Canada Council that 
support for the performing 
arts in Canada should be ex¬ 
tended is good news for Vic¬ 
toria, says John Di Castri, 
president of Victoria Sym¬ 
phony Society. 


The funding research re¬ 
port, he said, touches on 
piany points, Ihree of which 
have particular interest in 
Greater Victoria. 


The report asks that Cana¬ 
da Council “consider extend¬ 
ing the performing arts sup¬ 
port it has generally reserved 
for professional companies to 
include groups approaching 
professional excellence in 
creativity and artistic quali¬ 
ty.” 


Said Di Castri: “Our 
orchestra is probaby the best 
.‘near-professional’ group in 
the country, and this can cer¬ 
tainly be construed to indicate 
we might receive a better 
hearing with our next grant 
application to the council. 


“The Victoria symphony 
presently only receives 528,000 
from Canada Council, al¬ 


though Edmonton receives 
5125.000. Quebec 5165,000, At¬ 
lantic Symphony 5130,000 and 
Vancouver 5257,000.” 

Second recommendation of 
local interest requests the 
Canada Council to “encourage 
a more equitable geographi¬ 
cal distribution of financial 
support to the performing 
arts.” 

This also was encouraging, 
said Di Castri, in that council 
support to every provincial 
capital, except Regina, ex¬ 
ceeds Victoria’s federal assis¬ 
tance by nearly five times. 

Third point, said Di Castri, 
is the suggestion that both the 


public^and private sectors in¬ 
crease their present subsidies 
of performing arts organiza¬ 
tions by 60 per cent in the 
ne*t two years. 

Di Castri agrees that Vic¬ 
toria cultural groups are not 
receiving nearly enough fi¬ 
nancial help, and the aym- 
phony is just now initiating a 
membership drive as a “self- 
help” project. 

Initial response from the 
community, he said, is most 
encouraging, and he invites 
interested supporters to call 
the symphony office at 
.*185-9771 for further informa¬ 
tion.

"Cur industry seeks no 
price protection or advantage, 
but it does look for a ‘square 
deal.’ Briefly, it is asking for 
an equal opportunity to com¬ 
pete in a free market. The op¬ 
portunity is not equal and the 
market is far from free.” 

It also said service station 
owners have leases with the 
major companies which pre¬ 
vents them from getting gaso¬ 


line “from any other source 
than from their landlord . . .” 

“And what is worse, they 
are prevented from buying 
automotive tires, batteries, 
accessories and other prod¬ 
ucts that their customers 
want, except from suppliers 
designated and approved by 
the oil company landlords.”

hold-up play. The inexperi 
cnced declarer, or the one 
with the fast draw, is partic¬ 
ularly susceptible. This is 
because play to the first 
trick is done too quickly and 
before developing a plan for 
the success of the contract, 
Today’s no-trump game 
offers an interesting exam 
pie.

when East played the eight. 
East had no problem about 
his next play and quickly 
shifted to the diamond king. 
Declarer held up again until 
forced to win the ace, hut it 
was too l«te. The defense 
developed a heart, three 
diamonds and at least one 
club to defeat the contract. 

Declarer should have been 
more careful in his play to 
the first trick. He should 
have considered two impor¬ 
tant factor*. First, the possi- 
biltiy of a damaging dia¬ 
mond shift and, second, a 
review of the bidding. 

If he hftd done so he would 
have found the winning 
path. Since East’s opening 
hid marked the club ace, 
declarer should have played 
as follows:

plays a low club and de¬ 
clarer wins the queen, the 
only chance for three club 
tricks is for East to have 

started with the ace and 

only one other club. Accord¬ 
ingly, a lov!^ dub is played 
from both hjfo^s and East’s 
^ce falls obligingly. 

Had it not, declarer would 
riot have made his contract 
— but then neither w5uld 
any other line of play have 
succeeded. As this hand so 
aptly demonstrates, it’s bet¬ 
ter to adopt a plan that 
might win rather than hive 
no plan at all.

American Indian Movement 
(A.I.M.) leaders in Wounded 
Knee demand the immediate 
removal from office of Rich¬ 
ard Wilson, president of the 
13,000-member tribe. They 
also want protection from 
what they allege will be Wil- 
son’s strong-arm tactics 
against persons involved In 
the Wounded Knee action. 

Charles G. Soller, an interi¬ 
or spokesman, said the com¬ 
missioner of Indian affairs 
would not go to Wounded 
Knee until the village is aban¬ 
doned by the militants and 
the incident ended.

He told Frank Howard 
(NDP—Skeena) that Ottawa 
cannot force B.C. to negotiate 
the claims of the Nishga In¬ 
dians. The land was provin- 
cially owned. 

Nor could Ottawa insist that 
Quebec settle the claims of 
the Cree Indians and Eskimos 
in northern Quebec. 

Chretien said he had ad¬ 
vised Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa to make the Indians 
an offer. 

And discussions were sche¬ 
duled with B.C. so that Otta¬ 
wa could press the claim of 
the Nishga tribe, which re¬ 
cently came within one vote of 
winning a legal settlement of 
their Nass Valley claims in 
the Supreme Court of Canada. 

The minister said it had 
been easy for Ottawa to ac¬ 
cept a request from the 
Yukon Native Federation for 
establishment of a negotiation 
committee.

Agnew said people who 
make mistakes and "accept 
the natural consequence of 
thpqg mistakes” should l>e 
given a second chance. "But 
these draft dodgers and de¬ 


serters have not admitted that 
they are wrong.” he said. “On 
the contrary, they say that 
the country is wrong and they 
are right. 

"Until they recognize that it 
is they who have„erred and 
not the country, we must be 
unyielding in how we treat 
them.” 

Agnew said the issue of 
amnesty is getting too much 
attention. "Now that the anti¬ 
war movement has col¬ 
lapsed,” he said, "ail those 
idle protestors have to have 
something to shout about.”

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Freighter Hits 
Crofton Pier

CROFTON - A 35,000-ton freighter ploughed into 
the wharf at the Crofton pulp and paper mill dock early 
Tuesday gouging a ten-foot wedge out of the cemented 
pier. 

The Bulk Promoter, a Norwegian ship chartered by 
a MacMiUan Bloedel subsidiary, was holed on bjth 
sides of the bow in the mishap, which was still being 
investigated Tuesday afternoon. 

Superintendent of the Stuart Channel wfcarf, 
Spencer Bridgen. said the Bulk, Promoter was ap¬ 
parently unable to stop as it approached the pier due to 
problems with the engines. The shin, which has a . 
635-foot length and an‘ 86 -foot beam, was carried by its 
own momentum into the pier. 

"The vessel was coming in to tie up at 7 a.m.” said 
Brigden. “I don't know how if happened other than a 
rumorw from the ship that the engines didn’t respond 
when they were put in astern. They dropped both the 
bow and the stern anchors but they didn't slow it down 
enough. We are vague at this jx>int as to the extent of 
the damage to both the vessel and the pier—the ac¬ 
cident has happened: the damage has been done, and it 
is still being assessed. 

Captain Finn Hansen of the Bulk Promoter had no 
comment on the mishap. The longshore crews were 
sent home and the ship is lying idle at the Crofton pier 
pending Hansen’s decision on repairs.

Shopping Centre 
Plans Enlarged

DUNCAN — A new large 
W,500,000 shopping centre will 
be built on Trunk Road this 
year and Duncan Mayor Jim 
Quaife is elated. 

A spokesman for the manag¬ 
ers of Duncan plaza shopping 
centre announced Tuesday 
that the plans for the new 
centre on Cowichan Indian 
land and adjoining the exist¬ 
ing shopping plaza have been 
revised and enlarged. 

“The announcement fitrni 
the developers will give the 
city an opportunity to assess 
the services that will be re¬ 
quired and that will allow us 
to go ahead with comprehen¬ 
sive planning of that special 
area. It is going to be a big 
boost for the city and espe¬ 
cially for the business section 
of the city. 

“It is something we have 
been looking forward to for a 
number of years and per¬ 
sonally I am very happy with 
the development. It will 
create a stronger bind be¬ 
tween the two shopping areas 
in the city. 1 am very happy 
about it,” Quaife said. 

C. S. Regehr, repre&hting 
the development agents, Grif¬ 
fith. Lee and Wilson Ltd., 
gave as principal reason for 
the larger plans ”a substan¬ 
tially larger department store 
than that previously designed. 
Ownership of the new- enclosed 
mall-type centre will be the 
same as the existing plaza 
and the expansion plans will 
utilize arid complement the 
existing stores.” 

He said the Cowichan band 
council and Duncan city coun¬ 
cil have already approved in 
principle a development 
scheme previously submitted 
to them and the enlarged pro¬ 
gram is expected to receive 
full endorsation because it in¬ 
volves greater land utilization 
and increased car parking fa¬ 
cilities. 

Regehr said the total com¬ 
plex when completed will pro¬ 
vide parking for more than 
1,10 0 cars. Architectural 
drawings reflecting the larger 
concept will be presented to 
both councils shortly. The new 
layout has been planned giv¬ 
ing special consideration to 
the expansion program an¬ 
nounced by the Village Green 
Inn and the future develoi>- 
ment of adjoining land under 
lease to Doman Industries 
Ltd. The shopping centre, the 
hotel and the Doman property 


would be linked by an internal 
mad system as well as pedes¬ 
trian walks, Regehr said. 

Indian reserve lands in 
their undeveloped state do not 
provide any property tax rev-, 
enue, but when they are 
leased, the developer pays full 
real estate taxes on the lahd 
as well as on the improve¬ 
ments, he said. Regehr made 
reference to this because he 
has fbund that some members 
of the public believe that de¬ 
velopers pay property taxes 
on buildings only when they 
are located on Indian lands 
whereas such developments 
are taxed exactly as any 
other property. 

“Cowichan band council has 
approved in principle a land 
lease to the developer for a 


60-year term. During this 
period the band will receive 
ground rent which is reviewed 
periodically and at the end of 
the term the entire shopping 
complex l>ecomes the sole 
property of the band. 

“The development of the re¬ 
serve property conforms gen¬ 
erally to a land use study 
done some year ago by Raw- 
son and Williams. Robert Wil¬ 
liams of that planning firm is 
now in the provneial cabinet 
as minister of recreation and 
conservation and minister of 
lands, forests and water re¬ 
sources,” Regehr said. 

He explained that site devel¬ 
opment work is scheduled to 
start this spring with con¬ 
struction to be completed 
early in 1974.

DUNCAN — The regular 
meeting of the Cowichan 
school board was interrupted 
Monday night to have an in 
camera education meeting on 
the rehiring of teacher Lewis 
Trapler, who was dismissed 
by the board two years ago. 

Dave Haywood suggested 
the special meeting be held 
Immediately after a charge by 
Don Martin the issue was 
being postponed by continued 
referral to the education com¬ 
mittee. 

After a 20-minute meeting, 
the board reconvened and a 
motion was passed giving 
Trapler the same consid¬ 
eration as any other 
applicant when teaching 
vacancies occur. Trapler was 
dismissed from his post in 
February 1971 after an inves¬ 
tigation into a complaint that 
he struck a student in class.

The company was named as 
one of at least four major 
forest products firms which 
would locate at the deep sea 
terminal here if the harbor 
proposal was giveh federal 
government approval. 

Rumors had circulated here 
last week, however, that be¬ 


cause of the delay in a deci¬ 
sion on the port project, that 
the company had cancelled its 
plans to locate mill facilities 
on the Nanaimo waterfront. 

A company spokesman said 
in a telephone interview from 
Duncan Tuesday, that his 
company will have to make a 
decision by the end of April 
on locating its new facilities 
but that Nanaimo is still the 
company’s first choice. 

Meanwhile, Bay Forest 
Products of Vancouver still is 
planning to locate here if the 


port development goes ahead. 

A spokesman for that com¬ 
pany said Tuesday that Nan¬ 
aimo is the number one 
choice for new timber 
processing facilities and that 
no alternatives are being con¬ 
sidered at the moment.

Classes To Start At Kindergarten Level 

French Study Gets Go-Ahead

Va done, grand fou toi! Et ce me fait rien 
parce que tu comprehds pas ce que je dit. 

If one day in the not too distant future your 
child fixes you with that look and utters those 
words he will be saying, roughly: "Got lost, you 
dope. And I don’t mind saying it, because you 
can’t understand anytfay.” 

All of which is quite possible. For. if you’re an 
average Victoria adult you wouldn’t know what 
ttic child is saying and if the child is young 
enough now he could he speaking French quite 
well within a few years. 

The Greater.Victoria school board has finally 
given the go-ahead for introduction of French as 
a course in the elementary schools, starting at 
the kindergarten level next September if there 
1* enough favorable response from parents. 

"I would sav we’re on the way.” Ted Call¬ 
back, assistant director of Instruction-cur¬ 
riculum. said Tuesday after two dAys of a some¬ 
what ovcrwheiitdng telephone response. 


Callbeck’s office phone \yas ringing almost 
constantly as a result of the 3,000 registration 
forms and other material sent out through the el¬ 
ementary schools to parents who are expected to 
have children reaching kindergarten age by Sep¬ 
tember. 

None of the calls were anti-French lesson, he 
said. 

The plan is this: French could begin in kinder¬ 
garten only in one or more Greater Victoria dis¬ 
trict schools, depending on the response. The fol¬ 
lowing year it would also include Grade 1 and 
would move on grade higher each year after 
that. 

The parents are being asked to choose one of 
three alternatives: 100 per cent French in kinder¬ 
garten with English to be taught later, mostly 
French with one hour of English, or French and 
English on an equal basis. 

CaJlbeck says research has shown the first al¬ 
ternative — all French — may be the best. 

"There is some little loss in reading ability 


and writing where English is concerned, but the 
child catches up by Grade 3 and by Grade 4 he’s 
away and running and he never looks back — 
because he’s bilingual.” he said. 

The bilingual person has a broader vocabu¬ 
lary and a better chance to succeed* according to 
fcallbeck. 

He was impressed with the progress of r 
course that has been used in the Coquitlam 
s. oool system for a few years. The French lan¬ 
guage was "just flowing” from children at the 
(irade-4 level, he said. 

Coquitlam and Courtenay have taken the lead 
in B.C. and a number of school districts in addi¬ 
tion to Greater Victoria hope to initiate their own 
programs by next fall. 

The reaction of local parents will not only dic¬ 
tate how many schools make room for the course 
next September In the Greater Victoria system, 
hut their location. CaJlbeck is using a map to 
show the areas where the response is strongest.

James Bay Rezoning 
Battle Surfaces Anew 


Another skirmish will be 
fought at Thursday’s Victoria 
city council meeting in a zon¬ 
ing battle that began more 
thap 18 months ago and there 
are indications that Mayor 
Peter Pollen’s campaign 
against big developers will 
suffer a setback. 

The crunch will come fol¬ 
lowing a public hearing when 
city council decides whether 
or not to rezonc, for the sec¬ 
ond time, a piece of property 
in James Bay, across from 
Where developer J. A. Mace 
plans to build his controver¬ 
sial Bay Village complex. 

In 1971, the previous council t 
re/.oned the land at Simcoe 
and Menzics from high-desi- 
ty multiple dwelling to limited 
commercial use, paving the 
way for a small shopping 
centre to be built by Yen^ 
nadon Holdings Ltd. 

Mace objected to the rczon¬ 
ing because the small sho|>- 
ping centre would hurt plans 
for his large shopping centre 
across the street. He later ap¬ 
pealed the rezoning on the 
grounds that a Yennandon of¬ 
ficial was permitted to speak 
on the matter after the public 
hearing had been officially 
adjourned. 

The court upheld his appeal 
and quashed the re zoning on 
the grounds that the public 
hearing was invalid. 

Soon after, city council 
started the wlx>le process all 
over again, giving first, sec** 
ond and third reading to the 
same bylaw calling for rezon¬ 
ing uf that property 


Six council members must 
vote in favor of the rezoning 
vfollowing Thursday’s public 
hearing, but it appears that 
only five may do so. 

Aldermen Percy Frampton 
and Gyde Savage voted 
against the rezoning last time, 
and both have said they will 
again do so. 

With one vacancy left by 
the death of Aid. Ove Witt, 
who supported the rezoning, 
that leaves exactly five aider- 
men and the mayor, all of 
whom must vote In favor of 
the rezoning to approve it. 


Frampton said Tuesday he 
is certain that one more al¬ 
derman will vote against the 
rezoning. He declined to name 
him, but said, “I can tell you 
that he's leaning to our side.” 

Frampton said if council 
voted for the rezoning, the im¬ 
pression would be given that 
the city was trying to kill 
Mace’s chances of getting fi¬ 
nancing for his proposed Bay 
Village project.

The mere thought of a grad¬ 
uation ceremony is almost 
enough to turn Greater Vic¬ 
toria School Board trustee 
Walter Donald ill. 

Donald champions the 
cause of the student who 
struggles to barely scrape 
through with a passing mark. 
There are others on the same 
board who think the bright 
student is being neglected. 
Trustee Philip Ney feels the 
students somewhere between 
the top and bottom groups are 
being overlooked. 

In all, jqst about every cat¬ 
egory of student was pictured 
as suffering in the present 
system as trustees met Tues¬ 
day night to deal with the 
first draft of the board’s 1973 
objectives. 

Trustees reduced a list of 47 
objectives to 10 lor special 
discussion (others are still to 
lie. dealt with) and one getting 
an obvious priority stamp was 
the need to develop special fa¬ 
cilities for both the gifted and 
handicapped children. The 
point made was that either is 
well served by a system 
geared to the average stu¬ 
dent. 

"The thing that really 
makes me want to vomit is 
the graduation ceremony," 
Donald said. "It is channeled 
toward those who really find 
it easy to achieve. The real 
applause should go to the kid 
who got 51.” 

He said a passing mark of 
51 often represented a long 
struggle on the part of the 
student and considerable ef¬ 
fort by his teachers. 

Trustee John Duffus said he 
was afraid ”we might be al¬ 
lowing some of our better stu¬ 
dents to submerge.” He called 
for "some kind of facilities to 
lift up the good students who 
are dropping out.” 

John Wiens, director of In¬ 
struction-administration, told 
the board: "There has always 
been help for those on the low 
end, knowing those at the top 
end are going tojnake it.” . 

Both Ncy and Donald ar¬ 
gued that to categorize or "pi¬ 
geon-hole” students was t<> 
place a social stigma on 


them. Ney, who is a psychia¬ 
trist, said t{ie idea that there 
is such a thing as an average 
student is really a myth and 
he maintained all students arc 
gifted in one way or another, 
t "Some have a real social 
Awareness which would never 
come out in any examina¬ 
tion," he said. 

Board chairman Peter Bunn 
said good students, whether 
they happen to excel in En¬ 
glish literature or sheet metal 
work, should have special 
challenges made available to 
them. 

On another priority item - - 
selection of principals and 
teachers — Ney said he didn’t 
think the board should depend 


on the normal evaluation but 
should actually observe the 
candidates at work. 

When Bunn raised the ques¬ 
tion of cost, Ncy said the 
price of a trip to some distant 
point by one administrator 
and two trustees would be 
well worth it. He said they" 
could "get a very quick feel¬ 
ing” of a teacher’s ability by 
watching him on the job. 

The argument that physical 
education should have a posi¬ 
tion of priority in the curricu¬ 
lum got strong support from 
trustees Mrs. Lavinia Green¬ 
wood and William Ross. 

Mrs. Greenwood doesn’t 
want physical education in the 
position where it is the first 


area affected by budget cuts. 
She also thinks it is as impor¬ 
tant as other courses and as a 
result shouldn’t be withdrawn 
from a student as a matter of 
punishment. 

Ross thinks it should he a 
compulsory course right 
through to Grade 12 as one of 
many aids to a nation that is 
running up high health costs. 

Other objectives discussed 
by the board include im¬ 
proved relations with teach¬ 
ers, greater emphasis on eval¬ 
uation of expenditures and ed¬ 
ucational programs, obtaining 
statements of philosophy from 
each school and study of 
means to reduce the ratio of 
students to teachers.
